for cutting flowers which 
have hollow stems. Gladiolus 
& Zinnias fall into this class 
All stems should be cut on a 
slant. The slanting bottom 
keeps the stems from resing 
on the bottom of the vase 
and the flowers can absorty 
water more easily. 

In the garden cultivation is 
mecessary, but‘ it does not 
take the place of watering. It 
does, however, conserve the 
water already in the soil. 
After July mulching will help 
gave labor.

The lovely scarlet flowers 
of the “Beebalm’’ (Monarda) 
is an old fashioned plant and 
is seldom’ seen in our present 
day gardens., The whole 
plant is aromatic. The leaves 
have a minty odor. The 
stems are square, the ledves 
are dark green and the blos- 
soms are scarlet. It is a very 
attractive plant and is es- 
pecially loved by the hum- 
ming birds and bees. “Bee- 
balm” is very easy to grow. 
it will thrive in heavy, wet 
soil or dry sandy soil. 

Many? of our highways, 
railroad tracks and other 
such places are brightened 
when the tawny Daylilies 
come into bloom. They grow 
so fully in out of the way 
plices that many|people be- 
lieve them to ‘be native 
plants. They are however, 
natives of Japan and China. 
This Daylilly is a bright or- 
ange color. Some growers 
have produced newer shades, 
including pink, purple, red 
and lemon yellow. These are 
all hybrids, they bloom from 
June until August. Since 
they grow and bloom so 
freely their uses are many. 
They thrive in gunlight or 
shade. They may “be planted 
anywhere and they will take 
care of themselves. They are 
also fine for cutting.

is paid in equa] installments 
over a set period of time,. 

The third type is real es- 
tate and industrial loans, 
which provides funds to jn- 
dustry, and, as we noted in 
a previous column, insures 
the community opportunity 
to earn a living.

If 
the motor is not sealed in, as 
it is in some date models, 
the ofl cups on either end 
Should be filled with oil, On 
older belt-driven types, the 
belt should be inspected for 
breaks and the tension ad- 
justed for smooth running, 

If you take care of these 
chores now, your freezer will 
enter its heavy season in 
tip-top .condition, 

In cleaning and servicing 
a home freezing unit, it is 
wise to follow the manufac- 
turer's instructions. Much 
time and expense goes into 
the preparation of these in- 
structions; and a high per- 
centage of the trouble en- 
countered with home applian- 
ces would be avoided, if the 
instructions were followed. 
To replace a lost instructign 
leaflet, contact a sales agent 
or write bo the manufactur- 
er. 

A home freezer, operating 
normally, should run about 
18 hours out of 24 A dirty 
condenser can cause it to 
run 20 hours. Ad@ a thick 


[coat of ice crystals to the 


inside of the box and run- 
ning time may increase to 
22 hours. Then, put in a load 
of warm food to be frozen, 
and the motor may run all 
24 hours. Any further strain 
and the freezer is incapable 
of miaintaining a tempera- 
ture of zero. Even if the 
motor doesn't break down, 
@s it well may, the quality 
of the food in-the freezer 
will quickly decline as the 
inside temperature rises. In- 
efficient operation ‘also runs 
up the electric bill. 

Defrosting time can be sh- 
ortened by using a ordinary 
room fan to blow warm air 
down into the freezer box. 
As soon as the ice is loosen- 
ed from the walls, it should 
be lifted out and the com- 
partment cleaned with soap 
and water. 

Frozen food can be pack- 
ed in cardboard cartons dur- 
ing the defrosting process.

{Leon H. Schmidt's problem, 
| In his Iaboratory at the 

Christ Institute of Medical 
in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, he was doing research 
on malaria. He had been us- 
ing rhesus monkeys from 
India to test various anti-ma- 
laria_ drugs. But monkeys 
are highly susceptible to TB. 
One spring morning in 1952 
Dr. Schmidt was faced with 
the fact that he had 150 
monkeys sick and dying 
from TB. They were, of 
course, useless for malaria 
research. So he made the 
most of the situation and be- 
gan research on tuberculo- 
sis, 

At that time a new anti- 
‘TB drug, isoniazid, had just 
been announced. Experi- 
ments were immediately set 
up to use the monkeys to 
test the new, drug. Today 
the major part of the Insti- 
tute’s work is devoted to TB. 
Right now with the aid of 
a, Christmas Seal research | 
grant from the National Tu-| 
berculosis. Association the | 
staff is trying to develop in| 
monkeys a type of TB simi- 
lar to that usually found in 
man. Ordinarily tuberculosis 
in monkeys is acute and 
swift, unlike the chronic hu- 
man disease. By vaccinating 
his animals with 3CG, Dr. 
Schmidt hopes to le able to 
study new anti-tuberculosis 
drugs under conditions as 
nearly as possible like those 
in man. 

Valuable information on 
new and old anti-tuberculo- 


sis drugs has already been 
obtained. Special X-ray eq- 
uipment patterned for work 
with monkeys was obtained.
